Vader 
called a 
suspect 


Travis Vader started as a person of inter¬ 
est, and now he’s being called a suspect 
in the case of the missing McCann 
couple, according to police. 

Lyle and Marie McCann have been 
missing since they left their home in St. 
Albert on a road trip in July, and their 
son Bret said this brings his family one 
step closer to finding them. 

“We’re very pleased that the investiga¬ 
tion has progressed to this stage,” he 
said. “I think this brings us a step closer 
to finding my parents and a step closer to 
ending this nightmare.” 

Sgt. Tim Taniguchi said the investiga¬ 
tion is being considered a suspicious 
missing-persons case, in which it’s 
believed that foul play was involved. 

“Mr. Vader has satisfied the legal obli¬ 
gation,” he said, regarding whether Vad¬ 
er has been co-operating with the 
investigation. “But we still have the out¬ 


standing matter of finding the McCanns.” 

Taniguchi said while police have 
named Vader as a suspect, they’re still 
keeping an open mind. 

“We don’t want tunnel vision,” he 
said. “Obviously there may be people 
that know things about the investigation, 
know Mr. Vader, maybe have seen the 
McCanns, and those are the people we 
need to speak to.”

The commute to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and 
downtown is a long one if 
you’re unlucky enough to 
get stuck in rush-hour traf¬ 
fic.

Biofuel facility 
being built 

ENERGY. Construction has 
started on the world’s 
first industrial-scale mu¬ 
nicipal waste-to-biofuels 
facility. 

The $80-million facili¬ 
ty will be built, owned 
and operated by 
Enerkem Alberta 
Biofuels. It will produce 
36 million litres of biofu¬ 
els a year and reduce Al¬ 
berta’s carbon dioxide 
footprint by six million 
tonnes over the next 25 
years. 

The facility is expected 
to be operational in late 


2011. It will create more 
than 50 direct and indi¬ 
rect jobs and contribute 
to federal and provincial 
renewable fuel stand¬

Feds back 
province in 
debate over 
pollution 

OILSANDS. Canada’s envi¬ 
ronment minister is 
backing his provincial 
counterpart over 
concerns Alberta’s 
oilsands are polluting the 
region’s land and water. 

Jim Prentice says fed¬ 
eral scientists tell him 
that any contaminants 
such as lead or mercuiy 
in the Athabasca River 
are naturally occurring, 
not from industry. 

Still, Prentice says Ot¬ 
tawa and the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment have jointly 
funded a project that will 
read the chemical finger¬ 
prints of those pollutants 
to see if they are coming 
from oilsands mines. 

That’s not good 
enough for federal Liber¬ 
al environment critic 
David McGuinty, who 
says the federal govern¬ 
ment needs to expand its 
oversight and 
enforcement role in the 
controversial industry. 

Yesterday, a 

prominent Alberta scien¬ 
tist published a peer-re¬ 
viewed study that he says 
definitively proves the 
Athabasca River 
watershed is already suf¬ 
fering from an overload 
of metals such as lead, 
mercuiy and arsenic.

O Forecasters say it’s too early to 
predict Earl’s effect O Evacuations 
may be necessary, says FEMA head 


Federal officials urged U.S. 
residents to prepare for pos¬ 
sible evacuations, and is¬ 
landers in the Turks and 
Caicos hunkered down in 
their homes yesterday as 
hurricane Earl howled over 
open seas toward the East 
Coast of the U.S. 

The Categoiy 4 hurri¬ 
cane, with winds of 215 
km/h, was expected to re¬ 
main over the open ocean 
before turning north and 
running parallel to the U.S. 
coast, potentially reaching 
the North Carolina coastal 
region by late Thursday. It 
was projected then to curve 
back out to sea, perhaps 
swiping New England or 
far-eastern Canada. 

A hurricane watch is in 
effect for the North Caroli¬ 
na coast.

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Housing bubble 
looms as prices 
soar: Report 


O Steep rise in house prices in so many cities is an 
accident waiting to happen, according to think-tank 


Home sales may be slow¬ 
ing, but prices in six of 
Canada’s largest housing 
markets are in bubble terri¬ 
tory for the first time in 30 
years — and a U.S.-style cor¬ 
rection is still not out of the 
question, according to a re¬ 
port from an Ottawa-based 
think-tank. 

The report by the Cana¬ 
dian Centre for Policy Alter¬ 
natives, released yesterday, 
says home prices now sit at 
4.7 to 11.3 times Canadians’ 
annual income — much 
higher than historical com¬ 
fort levels of between three 
and four times income. 

Sales have fallen by 25 
per cent since reaching a 


peak at the beginning of 
the year as fewer buyers 
compete and more houses 
come onto the market. 

But Canadian home 
prices were up 13.6 per cent 
in June from a year ago in 
Canada’s major cities, ac¬ 
cording to the Teranet-Na- 
tional Bank composite 
house price index. 

In the past 30 years 
Canada’s housing market 
has undergone three bub¬ 
bles. Bubbles occur when 
housing prices increase 
more rapidly than inflation, 
household incomes and 
economic growth, accord¬ 
ing to the report.

A t first glance, you’re 
probably thinking, 
“Good idea!”

So I’m expecting a 
government 
cheque in the mail 
for at least $880. 

And if we’re go¬ 
ing to give money 
to help people to 
quit smoking, how 
about all the other 
stupid things they 
do to ruin their 
health? Let’s put 
eveiyone on a gov¬ 
ernment-funded 
diet to prevent 
them from eating 
too much crap. Or 
have the 
government buy 
everyone driving lessons so 
they’ll learn to look and signal 
when they change lanes or stop 
tiying to beat the amber light.

HEALTH. Greece, which 
has been praised for its 
budget cutbacks and aus¬ 
terity program, is going 
after another vice: Smok¬ 
ing. 

Starting today, the So¬ 
cialist government will 
impose a tough smoking 
ban that outlaws lighting 
up in enclosed public ar¬ 
eas and prohibits tobacco 
advertising. 

Offenders will be fined 
up to $12,750 US and face 
swift prosecution. 

With the help of Har¬ 
vard University’s School of 
Public Health, the cam¬ 
paign will include an ad¬ 
vertising blitz that hands 
out anti-smolcing board 
games to children. 


And all this will be hap¬ 
pening in a countiy where 
42 per cent of people over 
15 smoke, well above the 
European average of 29 
per cent. 

In Greece, where chain 
smokers are still fairly com¬ 
mon, lighting up was once 
regarded by many as a sym¬ 
bol of the national disre¬ 
gard for rules. But the 
government thinks it’s now 


time to break the habit. 

Deep in a debt crisis, 
Prime Minister George Pa- 
pandreou is struggling to 
repair a near-bankrupt 
economy after decades of 
overspending. 

Like the austerity plan, 
the smoking ban will help 
teach Greeks to consider 
the consequences of their 
actions, he said.

One such superfan, 
Natasha Vargas-Cooper, de¬ 
cided to put her love of the 
show to good use. The end 
result was Mad Men Unbut¬ 
toned — a compendium of 
historical references that 
series creator Matt Weiner 
has woven through each 
season. 

“I chose things that en¬ 
hanced what I thought 
were the overall themes of 
the show,” says Vargas-

“Some people think that 
I, as a performer, am weird 
or what,” says the Canadi¬ 
an-born screen legend. “Un¬ 
believable. What’s the 
explanation for that?” 

Shatner has no qualms 
about poking fun at himself 
and his comball reputation, 
even embracing it as host of 
the Histoiy Television series 
with his own tongue-in- 
cheek take on real-life mys¬ 
tifying events. 

Debuting tonight on the 
Histoiy Chanel, each 
episode of William Shat¬ 
ner’s Weird or What? at¬ 
tempts to explain the 
seemingly inexplicable.

In the 
first episode, a whimsical 
Shatner reveals that a nine- 
lcilogram chunk of ice 
crashed through the roof of 
a woman’s house, landing 
on her kitchen floor.

The American is the kind 
of cold, detached crime 
drama often seen in the 
1960s with films like Le 
Samourai or The Spy Who 
Came In From The Cold. 
George Clooney stars as a 
weapons expert and pre¬ 
sumed assassin whose 
conscience and emotions 
have been dulled away by 
a lifetime of killing for 
hire. He takes one last as¬ 
signment in Italy, 
performing his task with 
joyless professionalism. 
He also encounters a few 
people along the way, but 
tends to bring as little 
compassion to his 
relationships as he does 
to his job. 

Not much really 
happens, which is kind of 
the point. This is a film 
about moody visuals, op¬ 
pressive atmosphere, and 
silently studying an 
unknowable character. 
Former music video direc¬ 
tor Anton Corbijn lenses 
the movie exquisitely, of¬ 
ten creating visual inter¬ 
est and meaning out of 
the protagonist sitting 
idly in a room. Clooney al¬ 
so contributes a strong 
pained and restrained 
performance, but much 
like Corbijn’s visual 
craftsmanship his work 
feels wasted. While there 



is the constant 
implication of deep mean¬ 
ing beneath the surface, 
The American just doesn’t 
add up to much by the 
time it reaches its conclu¬ 
sion. The experience is 
simply too cerebral to 
work as a thriller and too 
shallow to work as an art 
film. A very pretty, but ul¬ 
timately empty exercise 
in style.

Milos's favourite bever¬ 
age is espresso, the dark 
strong coffee made by 
forcing steam through 
finely ground, Italian-roast 
coffee especially blended 
for making espresso. 

“The preparation is not 
complicated but it is com¬ 
plex,” says Milos. “At home 
espresso can be made with 
a traditional machine with 
beans.” 

He says that filtered cof¬ 
fee actually has more caf¬ 
feine than espresso, Milos 
says, and decaffeinated 
coffee contains a small 
amount of caffeine be¬ 
cause “there is no coffee 
that doesn't have a little 
present.”

Volkswagen Canada will 
reposition the Jetta below 
the Golf and significantly 
lower its price in order to 
make its move to the top of 
the compact sedan seg¬ 
ment. 

The starting cost of the 
base 2011 Jetta will be 
$15,875 when it arrives in 
Canadian VW showrooms 


at the end of September. 

Noticeably larger than 
the current model, there 
will be a choice of three en¬ 
gines and a raft of trim lev¬ 
els (see “At a glance” 
sidebar). 

While the Golf and Jetta 
retain coil springs over 
MacPherson struts and sta¬ 
bilizer bars at the front, the 
Jetta loses the independent 
rear suspension for a tor¬ 
sion bar at the rear. This is 
lot cheaper and one of the 


areas which allowed VW to 
lower the overall cost of the 
Jetta. 

All 2011 Jettas, including 
the base model, come stan¬ 
dard with electronic stabili¬ 
ty control with traction 
control, brake assist and an- 
tiloclc brakes. The 2.0-litre 
and 2.5-litre make do with 
drum brakes while the high 
trim gasoline versions and 
both diesel models are 
equipped with rear discs.

VW is going up against 
some pretty big players in 
the compact arena like 
Honda Civic, Mazda3, Toy¬ 
ota Corolla and Hyundai 
Elantra just to name few.
